Germany’s New. Demands. 

Pekin, Feb. 1—Germany has demanded 
further concessions in the shape of railroads 
in the Shan-Tung peninsula, as compensa- 
tion for the assassination of the: or 
Schultz, who .was murdered by a Chinese 
mob while on sentry duty. 

The railway concession demanded is for a 
line south of Kiao Chou. The land already 
conceded amounts to 100 li, (about 800 cables) 
around Kiao Chou Bay. Trustworthy Chi- 
nese assert that the killing of Schulz (the 
German sentry), was justifiable homicide 
and due to his own misconduct. 

The ‘Tsung-li-Yamen proposes to divide 
the Chinese loan equally between Great 
Britain and Russia. 

Loudon, Feb. 1.—Germany, according to a 
dispatch from Shanghai, demands that Port 
Arthur and Talien-Wan be made free ports. 

According to a dispatch from Shanghai, 
the critical point of the Chinese loan nego- 
tiations was Great Britain's insistence that 
the British should always remain at the 
head of the Yang Tse Kiang Valley customs 
and assume their full administration in case 
of default. 

The dispatch adds that several thousand 
Russian troops which have been guarding 
the Transsiberian railroad have entered 
Manchuria with the consent of the Pekin 
authorities. 

The Pekin correspondent of the Times 
says that Great Britain has definitely with- 
drawn her demand for the opening of 
Ta Lien Wan. 

America SaidtoBeActing. 

Sir Richard Webster, the Attorney Gen-. 
eral, speaking at Ventor, Isle of Wight, on 
the Chinese trouble, said that the United 
States was supporting England’s policy with 
surprising unanimity. He declared that if 
Great Britain were compelled to fight for 
this cause and should lose, the British peo- 
ple would have a “ quick and glorious death, 
instead of the slow starvation which the loss 
of. trade would mean to the nation.” | 

The British warships, according to a dis- 
patch to the Daily Mail from Shanghai, left 
Port Arthur of their ownaccord. The same 
dispatch says it is reported that three Rus- 
sian cruisers are steaming off Taku, at the 
mouth of the Pekin River, on the Gulf 
Pe Chi Li. 

The Daily Mail’s Hongkong correspondent 
says that telegrams from Hainan announce 
the revolt of ttibes in the interior of the 
island. 

A. dispatch to the Standard from Kobe, 
Japan, says the Emperor of Corea refuses 
to reside at the Russian Legation and the 
pro-Russian Foreign Minister has resigned. 

The Kobe correspondent says: “ There 
are repeated rumors from Seoul that the 
Russian agent, M. Aliexeff, is trying to per- 
suade the Emperor of Corea to reoccupy the 
Russian Legation. It is reported also that 
as a result of the agitation against Russian 
influence a pro-Russian Minister has been 
-dismissed.”’ 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Times says: ‘ Representatives of the Dis- 
conto Bank, the Deutschebank, and several 
other Berlin firms have been here several 
days and have only just departed. It is re- 
ported that a Russo-German loan to China 
of 100,000,000 rubles has been concluded, 
but the report requires confirmation in de- 
tail.’’

DISASTER CAUSED BY A FOG. 


Nineteen Persons Perish in a Wreck 
Off tha Island of Guern- 
sey. 


Plymouth, Feb. 1.—The mail steamer Chan- 
nel Queen was totally wrecked this morning 
off the Island of Guernsey. Nineteen per- 
sons were drowned, 

There were sixty-five persons on board 
when the vessel struck. It is thought the 
loss of life will not exceed the number stated. 

The Channel Queen’s engines were re- 
versed when the rocks were seen, but it was 
then too late. The first boat load reached 
land and sought help of the fishermen, who 
made gallant rescues, although the heavy 
sea prevented their boat from approaching 
the wreck. The survivors had to be dragged 
by ropes through the sea to the rescuing 
boats. The Captain was the last to leave 
the wreck. 

The latest report is that those drowned 
were the chief engineer, three strokers, and 
fifteen passengers, including fourteen 
onion sellers, who were drowned in their 
cabins when the sea swamped the vessel. 
The rescued passengers lost everything, 
even their clothing. The disaster was owing 
to a dense fog. |

with Torrid Heat. 


MERCURY 162 IN SHADE, 


People Compelled to Quit Work 
to Save Their Lives. 


MANY DIE FROM SUNSTROKE, 


Fierce Rays of the Sun Start Spontane- 
ous Fires. 


LOSS WILL REACH INTO MILLIONS, - 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 1.—[Special,}— 
When the steamer Warrimoo, which has 
just arrived in British Columbia, left Aus- 
tralia the heat was terrific and the number 
of prostrations in large cities was unprece. 
dented. The exact number per day is not 
chronicled, but a long list of names of prom. 
inent men, who have fallen insensible on the 
sidewalk from the heat, the ‘majority of 
them never to regain consciousness, is un- 
precedented in any of the hot years of hot 
Australia. 

As an illustration of how hot it really is 
there, it is related that window panes in 
midday crack from the sun’s rays and fall 
with a crash on the sidewalk. In many sée- 
tions work is out of the question and sleep 
impossible. In some places the sidewalks 
are littered at night with humanity on the 
broad of its back drinking in the night air 
and staring up at the sky. 

There is not a breath of air to be had on 
the whole vast continent for love or money, 
according to the telegrams received from 
every section that can be reached by wire, 


One Hundred and Sixty in the Sun, 


In the Colony of Victoria, where the ther 
mometer registers 160 in the sun, those whe 
venture out at noon take their lives in the 
hands. In one short paragraph the death 
is chronicled of a clergyman of pr 
nence, & well-known government offi 
and numerous business-men, who all seem 
to have fallen insensible while standing on 
the stone steps of various large buildings 
there. In fact, wherever the terrific heat 
was thrown for many hours on stone. the 
stone seems to become as dangerous to hu- 
man life as a live electric light wire. Says 
the Telegraph: 

** Victoria allowed Christmas to go by un- 
heralded and unsung on account of the 
merciless) sun glare and compromising 


north wind. In South Australia the ther- - 


mometer registered 162° in the shade, the 
hottest December on record, The inhabi- 
tants of Adelaide are simply existing, while 
those who venture out in the middle of the 
day are bowled down by Old Sol like go 
many ninepins.”’ 

The press of Australia has taken ad- 
vantage of the awful heat to warn Austra- 
lians that Klondike weather at present is 
exactly the opposite extreme to what they 
are enduring, and no Australian loving his 
native country now could live in Klondike, 
In consequence the promised big exodus 
from Australia has stopped and those ar 
riving here by the steamers turn back as 
soon as they have received definite infor- 
mation of the rigorous climate of the far 
North, 


Weather Is Unendurable. 


From every city and town the heat regis- 
tration has been sent to Sydney, New South 
Wales, and from these returns the average 
heat is about 124° in the shade and the 
est registration 110°, while the recordsshow 
that Australasia is sweltering to the tune 
of 160° in the sun. During the day the Beat 
fairly bakes the houses and peels of the 
paint, while in the case of stone structures 
the naked Hand cannot be borne upon the 
wall. In fact, the entire inhabitants of some 
towns are living outdoors. 

. To make matters worse huge conflagra- 


tions have sprung up all over the antipodes 
from spontaneous combustion. The great- 
est damage is resulting from bush-fires. 
From dispatches sent to the leading papers 
in Australia it id probable that the total 
losses will aggregate millions of pounds 
Sterling. In Victoria 100,000 acres have 


been swept clean, and an enormous quantity 


of crops destroyed. In other colonies him- 
dreds of houses and barns were burned. 


Fires and Cyclones. 


. In West Australia bush fires were fol- 


lowed by a cyclone, the town of Onslow 
being almost completely wrecked, but in 


Tasmania the elements ran amuck, for the 


sun set fire to the bushes and then the wind 


swept the flames over five miles of coun- 


try.

DARK SIDE OF ALASKA BOOM. 


An Official Report Says There Are No 


_ New Discoveries, Not Enough Food, 
and No Work. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—General Mer-. 


riam, under instructions from the War de- 
partment yesterday, opened at Seattle the 
dispatches brought by special messenger 
from Captain Ray, the department's special 
representative in the Klondike, and for- 
warded an abstract of them to the depart- 
ment by telegraph. The abstract of Captain 
Ray’s report, as telegraphed by Major Rob- 
inson, is as follows: 

“ Seattle, Wash., Jan. 31.—The Adjutant 
General of the Army, Washington, D. C.— 
Complying with telegram of today, five let- 
ters and two packages from Captain P. H. 
Ray, addressed to you in hands of Special 
Courier E. H. Wells, intercepted by me. Sub- 
stance as follows: 

* The latest bear date of Nov. 2 and 8, and 
refer to action’and the attempted robbery 
of caches. He tecommends tha: the United 
States government take steps to effectually 
check the immigration to the interior of 
Alaska of all pérsons not fully supplied to 
last two years.! | 

“ He gives as & reason that there is no way 
to earn a living, and that no placer discov- 
erles have been made within the last eight 
months, either in Alaska or the Northwest 
Territory. ‘There is no employment for any 
large number of people in any capacity and 
all values are speculative. There is no fixed’ 
standard for labor. There is not now or 
likely to be within twelve months adequate 
or efficient means of supplying people now 
in Alaska or the Northwest Territory. He is 
of the opinion that about 7 per cent of all the 
people who have entered during the last 
year have earned their living and hundreds 
are now scattered along the river destitute 
of food, clothing, and money. People com- 
ing in have not had the faintest conception 
what to do to earn a living and after sperd- 
ing the money ey bring become dazed and 
helpless. 

‘‘ The rush will be great the next year and 
any step that will prevent people from com- 
ing in their ignorance will bean act of 
charity. 

“In view of recent developments and a 
knowledge that the lawless are banding to- 
gether along the river for the purpose of rob- 
bery, he renews the suggestion for the gov- 
ernment placing on the river small, light- 
draft steamers with Kigh power, armed and 
used to patrol the river, and the placing of 
detachments as the: movement of the people 
demands.

Toronto, Ont., Feb. 1.—fSpecial.]—The 
government organ here says: Circum- 
stances have arisen which make it incum- 
bent upon the Canadian government to 
maintain its, rights as against the preten- 
sions of the United States in regard to the 
boundary line in the disputed territory along 
the coast of Alaska, and the administration 
at Ottawa will not be found wanting in this 
duty.

Louis Insane Asylum appeared unannounced 
in the Circuit Clerk’s office last evening 
and filed application for a writ of habeas 
corpus to inquire into the continuance of 
his restraint and. confinement. The man 
was James M. Beecher, known to physicians 
as a case of paranoia that was’ unrecog- 
nized for nearly thirty years. The man was 
accompanied by a guard from the asylum. 
In January, 1893, Beecher went to Chicago 
and actually persuaded a big stationery 
house to employ him as its St. Louis agent. 


-He fitted out magnificent general offices on 


credit, near Fourth and Washington ave- 
nue, and for weeks employed himself writing 
letters to the people in behalf of his busi- 
ness. But his-creditors began to press him 
for rent and for furnishings, and qne day he 
sold the outfit of his office. The creditors 
had him arrested, and after an inquiry as to 
his sanity he was incarcerated in the local 
asylum. 

The State Supreme Court today dismissed 
the writ of error in the St. Louis poolroom 
cases without passing upon the constitu- 
tionality of the breeders’ law. The court holds 
that the State has no right to appeal misde- 
meanor cases to this court, and hence the 
judgment of Judge Murphy of St. Louis is 
left in force, and the defendants are released. 
Judge Harvey, who assisted in prosecuting 
the poolroom operators, says hé. will file 
a motion for a rehearing at once. Prepara- 
tions were made this afternoon to open all 
the poolrooms in the city tomorrow. 

kK. P. Mueller, a Chicago grain dealer, has 
bought the salvage of 1,163,558 bushels stored 
in the Union Elevator, which burned one 
week ago.

Thirteen Dollars in Pennies and 
Nickels the Booty. 


“AUNTIE” PUTS UP A FIGHT. 


Declares She Can Identify One of: Her 
Assallants, 


SHOP NEAR A POLICE STATION. 


Thirteen dollars in pennies and nickels In 
the cash drawer of 68-year-old Katherina 
Blattner’s rickety little confectionery store 
at 674 West Twenty-first street tempted two 
well-dressed thugs with spotless collars and 
cuffs to assault the shriveled up woman with 
a club, and choke and leave her half dead, 
just before 9 o'clock, as she was about to 
close up her shop for the night. . 

Mrs. Blattner, who is known in the neigh- 
borhood as “ Auntie” Blattner, and who 
weighs scarcely ninety pounds, so little and 


is she from feebleness and old 


age, lay unconscious foran hoi in splotches 
of blood from the deep gashes in her scalp, 
and then dragged herself to the sidewalk 
and found help. 

Up to midnight the Hinman street police, 
one block away, had been unable to discover 
a clew to the thugs, though four suspects 
had been gathered in from the neighborhood. 
Mrs. Blattner declares she can easily recog- 
nize the fellews if she sees them again, for 
she fought them tooth and nail till they 
struck her down. One of the men, she as- 
serts, has frequently bought tobacco and 


gum of her, and he is supposed to live near 
by. : 
“Auntie” Bilattn is French. Her hus- 


band died thirty years ago and left her the 
rickety! building where she carries on her 
smali shop. The old woman sleeps on a 
lounge behind the counter, and has cooked 
and eaten in plain sight of the street for 
twenty-six years. Therc always has been a 
suspicion in the neighborhood that she kept 
a big sum of money hidden about the place, 


‘and this probably had something to do with 


the assault. | 

Just as the old woman was putting up the 
shutters the two men opened the door and 
sauntered over towards the stove. They 
appeared to be about 35 years old. There 
was no effort to disguise their faces. Both 
were smooth shaven. 


Asks for Some Tobacco. 

The taller of the two men asked for a 
‘package af tobacco, and the old woman left 
her rocking chair by the stove and went be- 
hind the counter. The paper she handed 
out was not the right kind, however, and 
the man snaried that he would go some- 
where else for it. He went back to the stove 
instead of going out, and a minute later 
called out: 

“ Bay, ‘Auntie,’ I've got a little girl at 
home that wants a doll. What’'ll you take 
for one of yours?” 

The proprietor of the shop started to show 
him her stock of dolls, but-just then she no- 
ticed the other man going behind the coun- 
ter to her cash drawer. She ran over to him 
and grabbed his hands. There was a scuffle, 
for the feeble Frenchwoman had plenty of 
pluck, if she had little strength. The other 
thug came to drag her away, bui the old 
woman, screaming and biting, held to his 
- wrists in the hope of drawing some one’s at- 
tention from the-street. Then one of the 
thugs, accofding to Mrs: Blattner, pulled a 
billy from his pocket. He gave her a blow 
over the head that laid her scalp wide open, 
and she dropped to the floor dazed. 

When the old woman came to she found 
herself on the sofa behind the counter with 
the two thugs standing over her. She be- 
gan to scream, and they grabbed her again. 
While one of them held her by the throat the 
other pounded her head and the right sfde of 
her face with the club. She dropped back 
on the sofa and*did not come back to con- 
sciousness for hour. When she did the 
money in her cash drawer was gone, and the 
thugs had almost torn her clothing off in 
their efforts to find the money ‘she was sup- 
posed to be carrying about with her.

DIES 0 END SHAME. 


Frank S. Wright, a Confessed 
Embezzler, Kills Himself. 


FOR A BROTHER'S HONOR. 


Stolen Money Used to Make Good 
Harry’s Shortage. 


TIME TO REPAY FUNDS. 


ASKS 


A self-confessed prisoner for embezzle- 
ment committed, he said, in an attempt to 
savea younger brother from disgrace, Frank 
S. Wright shot himself yesterday noon 
at the entrance to the Deming Hotel, 136 
Madison street. He died four hours later 
at the County Hospital. He was in the 
custody of a constable at the time he killed 
himself. 

Wright was employed as a collector by the 
P. F. Collier Publishing company of New 
York. It was discovered severa! months ago 
that Wright was $1,200 short in his accounts. 
The discovery was made by T. B. Tobin, 
manager of the Chicago branch. Tobin 
wished to give Wright a chance to make 
good his shortage. When days passea, how- 
ever, without any attempt at recompense, 
Tobin decided to have him arrested. He 
telegraphed Wright at Clinton, la., on Mon- 
day night and the collector arrived in Chi- 
cago yesterday. : 

When he called at the office, 514 Rand-Mc- 
Nally Building, he found Mr. Tobin and 
Constable A. W. Eckert awaiting him. 


- Tobin told him what had been aone and re- 


fused to grant the young man any time to 
make good the defalcation. Wright then 
admitted he had used the money, ut said 
it went to his younger brother, Harry, who 
is employed by the same company, and who, 
it is said, was shortin hisaccoyunts. ‘To help 
Harry make good his shortage and to shield 
him from disgrace Frank said he withheld 
some of his employers’ money. 


Is Refused More Time. 


Wright begged to be permitted to make 
good the defalecation, but was refused and 
told he must stand trial. He declined a 
bondsman,-but sent a telegram to his father 
at Toledo, O. 

He then asked Constable Eckert to accom- 
pany him to the Deming Hotel. The con- 
stable and his prisoner entered the hotel 
shortly after noon. Wright paid a bill, 
read some letters, and then said he would go 
to jail. Eckert did not attempt to take his 
arm, but walked by his side to the door. 
The constable descended the steps slightly 
in advance of his prisoner. Near the bot- 
tom Wright stopped and drew a revolver. 
At the same time he gave the constable a 
shove. Before he could recover Wright fell 
with a bullet in his head. At first it was 
thought he was dead, and the ambulance 
started for the morgue. On the way the 
man showed signs of life and he was taken 
to the County Hospital. A telegram was 
sent to his father in Toledo notifying bim 
of his son’s,condition. 

Wright is supposed to have been secretly 
married in Dixon, Ill., but his wife’s where- 
abouts are not known. 


Plain Murder and Suicide. 
Despondent over his failure to secure the 
release of his wife from custody, Charles 


| Reynolds, 43 South Sangamon street, planned 


a double suicide and murder, which were 
frustrated by the police. At midnight on 
Monday he called at the Desplaines Sireet 
Station with a basket of food for his wife. 
The basket was searched and a bottle of 
carbolic acid was found concealed at the bot- 
tom. This the police removed and then car- 
ried the basket to Mrs. Reynolds, who found 
a note addressed to her. It was signed by her 
husband and requested his wife to drink the 
acid at 2 o’clockinthemorning. Continuing 
the note said: “ In the meantime I will re- 
turn to the house and at 2 o’clock sharp I 
will kill our baby by cuttingitsthroat. After 
making sure of its death I will cut my own 
throat, and then all our troubles wili be 
over.”’ 

Mrs. Reynolds notified the police, who went 
to the house and arrested the man. He made 
no attempt to deny his plans. He was lucked 
up and the baby placed In charge of the 
matron. 

John Woodman tried to kill himself be- 
cause he had “no money, no friends, no 
home, and no job."” Woodman lay down be- 
tween the tracks of the North Shore Electric 
railway in Evanston and fired a shot into his 
head. He was removed to the County Hos- 
pital yesterday and will recover. , 

Maud Alexander, who was found half 
frozen in a vacant Wabash avenue building 
on Monday night, was better yesterday. Ac- 
cording to her story she ran away from her 
home in England with a man, who deserted 
her in New York: The police matron thinks 
the girl did not try to kill herself, but was 
under the influence of a narcotic and un- 
conscious of what she was doing. 


IN GENERAL FACULTY CONCERT 


Program of Chicago Musical College 
Entertainment—Those Who 
Took art.

Tne first general faculty conéert of the 
thirty-second season of the Chicago Musical 
College took place last night in Central 
Music Hall, with a large audience :n at- 
tendance. Two new compositions were 
brought forward: A concerto for violin by 
Fritz Listemann and ‘‘ The Wood Nymph,” 
for solo voice and orchestra by Akerberg. 

The latter number, sung by Mr. Jonn R. 
Ortengren, to whom it 1s dedicated, is fluent 
in melody and elaborate in accompaniment. 
Mr. Ortengren was recalled to the stage a 
number .of times on its conclusion, wisely 
refusing an encore, a rule adhered te 
throughout the concert owing to the length 
of the program. 

Yet a third novelty was originally pur- 
posed and announced, a suite for grand or- 
chestra by Felix Borowski. Owing to the 
non-arrival of the ‘cello parts an entr’ acte 
from La Colombe ’”’ by Gounod was neces- 
sarily substituted. In this instance and 
throughout the program Mr. Felix Borowski 
conducted with alertness and spirit. 

The violin concerto named and yet in manu- 
script is-by a brother of Mr. Bernhard Liste- 
mann, who gave the work a hearing last 
night. The opening movement, in G minor, 
begins with an introduction solemn in char- 
acter and leading up to the allegro, which 
con?zludes with a brilliant cadenza. Succeed 
ing this is an adagio movement, broad and’ 
sustained in melody and immediate ir its 
appeal to anaudience. The finale is brilliant 
in character and was given. as were the pre- 
ceding movements, enthusiasm. 

Mr. Maurice Rosenfeld and Mr. Walter R. 
Knupfer were the pianists. The former gave 
the second and third movements from Joseph 
Wieniawski’s concerto, op, 20, and the latter 
the Liszt Hungarian fantasie. Mr. Franz 
Wagner played the first movement from 
Davidoff’s A minor 'cello concerto, preceding 
the Henry VIIl. dances by German, with 
which the concert concluded.

De Wolf Hopper recited “ Casey ” for the 
only time during this engagement in Chi- 
cago at the actor’s reading in Steinway Hall 
yesterday afternoon. The people who heard 
him were not the people who shout for the 
classic nightly, but they enjoyed it none the 
less, and appreciated this unique feature of 
one-of the most unique entertainments seen 
in Chicago for some time. ‘ 

Frederick Warde proved himself a much 
more unusual lecturer in point of merit than 
he is a dramatic star, and Nat Goodwin kept 
up the serious spirit which he put into his 
work with the production of ‘“ Nathan 
Hale ’’ on Monday evening by reciting Kip- 
ling’s “ Files on Parade.” These were the 
other unusual happenings of the afternoon. 
It was the entertainment advertised as 
under the auspices of the Uncut Leaves So- 
clety of New York, and was given by Mr. 
Lincoln. Just why it was or what it was for 
no one seems to know, but, aside from this 
puzzle, it was a noteworthy afternoon. 


At the Performance. 


Two hundred people attended the perform- 
ance and enjoyed it thoroughly, not only be- 
cause of its merit but because it was out of 
the ordinary. It presented well known stage 


people in a mingling of their own and their 


stage personalities, which are usually far 
beyond the power of the ordinary theater- 
‘goer to witness. Most of these were too 
enthusiastic to wonder what it was all about 
and to accept the entertainment upon the 
ground of its merit. Some of those who were 
disillusioned enough to wonder were sur- 
prised to find that only one of the advertised 
personages had failed to appear. This was 
Miss Maxine Elliott, ‘who, Mr. Goodwin an- 
nounced, was not present because the cha- 
otic condition of the Hooley stage would not 
permit the transfer of the scenery required 
for “ The Silent System,"’ which she and the 
star were to have given. 

Frederick Warde was the first to appear 
with what might be called an outline lecture 
upon the drama and the great actors of the 
past. He was an excellent example of what 
the scholarly actor may do in the line of 
lecturing, and a marked contrast to the ordi- 
nary platform speaker, whose arms are im- 
pediments in his speech ana whose voice isa 
weird and wonderful performance of con- 
tinuous variety. Hig lecture included glow- 
ing tributes to the memory of his friends, 
Edwin Booth, Lawrence Barrett, and John 
McCullough. He closed with a sermon upon 
the current drama, telling his auditors they 
were receiving from the managers and would 
receive exactly what they demanded.

Hale,’ and it is our earnest hope dane 
piece will prove the success that its initial 
production justifies us in believing it will 
There have been no end of good plays trom 
the pens of American playwrights, but there 
have been few successful plays that dealt 
directly with characters and scenes famil- 
iar in American ‘history. There have been 
three or four successful war plays, but plays 
dealing with the revolutionary times have 
been few and unsuccessful. 

**In my humble opinion the first century 
of our government's history is replete with 
romance and tradition, and abounds in char- 
acters, scenes, and incidents that compare 
favorably, from a romantic standpoint, with 
those of any country in the world. For pure, 
wholesome romance, the highest patriotism, 
and the noblest characters no such field is 
to be found as that afforded by the revoiu- 
tionary period and the fifty years that fol- 
lowed.

 An-attempt may be made to amend the 
Senate primary election bill in the House 
by providing that the primaries shall be 
open all day, and not merely during a few 
hours in the evening.

When the judges cannot be trusted there 
js not so much to be gained by the proposed 


change. 


JOHN SHEVLIN has been sent to Joliet to 
keep company with his brother Mike. The 
disruption of the notorious Shevlin gang is 
quite a feather in the cap of the State’s At- 
torney. These dangerous criminals have 
defied the law for so long that they believed 
a little money and a political pull could get 
them out of.any kind of a “ scrape.”’ John 
Shevlin’s record Zor the last seven years is 
particularly instructive. He was convicted 
of robbery in April, 1891, but never served his 
sentence. Since then he was .found ‘ not 
guilty ’ four times, and cases of robbery 
and larceny against him were “‘ digmissed’™ 
five times. Doubtless there was more or 
less collusion on the part of officers charged 
with administration of the law in at least a 
number of these miscarriages of justice. 
John Shevlin, like his brother Mike, has been 
preying on the community when he should 
have been in the penitentiary. Mr. Deneen 
and his energetic assistant, Mr. Pearson, 
have done much to rgvive the confidence of 
the people in the power of the law to punish 
evildoers when the officers of the law are 
conscientious and honest enough to en- 
force it. 


THE HOUSE REPUDIATES FREE SILVER. 
The recommendation of the Committee 
oh Ways and Means that the ‘eller free 
coinage resolution do not pass has been 
concurred in by the House by a majority 
which testifies to the unanimity of the 
Republican Represéntatives in the support 
of sound money principles. They are as 
solidly for the gold standard as the Demo- 
crats are for the monometallic silver 
standard. .” 
Of the 357 House members 204 are 
straight Republicans, The remainder are 
Demoécrats, Populists, or “ silver Republi- 
eans.” The Republican majority is 51. 
The majority against the Teller resolution 
was 50. Of the 182 who-voted not to cen-, 
cur in the resolution 180 were Republicans, 
They were reinforced by two Democrats 
—one from Pennsylvania and one from 
South Carolina. 
Of the 132 who voted in the negative all 
were Democrats or Popylists but one. He 
was a North Carolina Republican. One 
Republican from that State refused to 
vote. Democratic Representatives from 
New York and Pennsylvania, whose constit- 
uents are almost unasimously opposed 
to cheap legal tender silver ddllars to be 
used for dishonest purposes, swelled the 
vote of the minority. Party lines were 
strictly drawn—the Republicans all for 
sound money and the Democrats all for 
rotten money and repudiation. | 
The difference between the positions—the 
moral codes—of the two parties was brought 
out clearly in the remarks of Mr. Dingley 
of Maine and Mr. Bailey of Texas. The 
former did not deny that the United 
States government has the “ power” to 
pay its creditors in cheap silver or ¢op- 
per or paper. It can refuse to pay any- 
thing if it pleases. It is a sovercign nation 


and the morality of dishonesty on the par 
of a government.

tion is wisely governed does lead it—to so scrupu- 


spirit as to preserve its credit untarnished, and 
thereby not only make {t possible to borrow at 
the lowest rate of interest, but also to make it 
easy to obtain loans in exigencies which are 
sure sconer or later to come to every nation. A 
nation’s honor and credit are its title deed to 
permanence and prosperity.

But he does not represent the average 
morality of the citizens of the United 
States. They believe that all debts should 
be honestly paid.

RUSSIA’S INNING IN CHINA. 
The “Chinese puzzle” has taken on a 
new and startling phase in the evidence 
that Russia is again practical master of the 


| situation and, instead of yielding to Great 


Britain’s demands for an open ‘port at 
Ta-Lien-Wan, is more likely to exclude its 
rival from obtaining a foothold there at all. 
Russia is not accustomed to advertise its 
policy to the world, but while English 
statesmen have been ostentatiously pro- 
claiming their plans for protecting the in- 
terests of the whole commercial world Rus- 
sia has been strengthening both its naval 
and land forces in the East, A most sig- 
nificant statement credited. to a Russian 
Admiral concerning the policy of his gov: 
ernment is as follows: 

Russia will not permit the opening of a new port 
either at Port Arthur or at Ta-Lien-Wan. We 
shall soon see that Germany will say‘the same 
thing with regard to Kiao Chou and the Bay 
of Sara-Sa, while France will prevent the opening 
of the Siam Gulf and Nankin as free ports. Rus- 
sia, France, and Germany wil! permit no European 
power to carry out any such attempt against their 
interests upon the pretext of encouraging China- 
‘European trade, for under that condition the power 
in question would become the real mistress of 
China, directing both her politics and her finances. 

Whether literally true or not as coming 
from an officer of the Czar, the line of 
pokey indicated is at least consistent with 
‘the general policy of Russia and is sus- 
tained by the evidences of understanding, if 
not an actual alliance, between Russia, 
France, and Germany. 

_ In the meantime Russia is dispatching 
war vessels from the Black Sea by way 
of the Bosphorus to the far East, and, it 
is claimed, will soon have 10,000 troops 
in that quarter of the globe. Besides this 
there is evidence that England is greatly 
concerned in view of a renewal of the 
war on the Afghan frontier, which is likely

That this is having an influence on the 
British policy in China is very evident.

THE WARD SECRETARY ORDINANCE. 

The Council passed two ordinances night 
before last.. One of them gives all Alder- 
men elected after April 1 of this year the 
salary of $1,500 per annum allowed by the 
General Assembly. The other provides 
that after April 5 a ward secretary sha!l be 
appointed by the Mayor for each ward. It 
is made the duty of these new officers—who 
are to receive $1,500 a year— 


To assist the Aldermen representing the ward 
for which such secretary may be appointed in 
performing the duties of their office in such man- 
ner as said Aldermen may from time to time 
direct. 


These duties are varied. A secretary may 
be called on to attend’a funeral, a primary, 
or a dance as an Aldermanic representa- 
tive; to investigate the complaints of con- 
stituents that their garbage boxes are not 
emptied or their pavements are not re- 
paired; to call on some street railroad or 
otier corporation to get a job for a mun 
whom the Alderman wishes to have cared 
for; to contribute for the payment of funeral 
charges, overdue rent, and other expenses 
which fall now on the Alderman; and to 
assist the Alderman in tending bar or keep- 
ing books when there is nothing else to do. 

‘The confessed object of this ordinance is 
to put the holdover Aldermen on the sanie 
footing as those who are to be elected in 
April. The constitution denies the former 
the $1,500 a year their more fortunate col- 
leagues are to receive. The Aldermen-- 
especially the holdovers—do not think it 
is just that one-half the Council should 
be called on to work more cheaply for a 
year than the other half. Therefore, in 
the interests of “ fair play,” they have put 
through an ordinance to get around the con- 
stitutional provision. — 

While a ward seeretary is to be nominally 
the servant of both Aldermen, it is meant 
that he shall belong to the holdover Alder- 
men who have to spend more or less money 
in charity for the sake of politics. The 
newly elected Aldermen will have their 
salaries to help them out. It is intended 
that the salaries of the secretaries shall 
help defray the expenses of the holdovers. 
Whether “fair play” or not it is not con- 
stitutional. 

If Alderman Kenna or Alderman Mangler 
thinks it would be an injustice for him 
to receive nothing while his future col- 
league is receiving $1,500 a year, then. let 
him resign. He cannot Ve foreed to re- 
tain his office and submit to what he con- 
siders the injustice of not being helped by 
the taxpayers to aid needy constituents. 

If it had not been desired to find some way 
of. helping out the holdovers, these ward 
secretaryships would not have been created. 
But once created they never will be 


secretaries a great convenience and will 
insist on continuing them indefinitely at 
an annual cost of $50,000 to the  tax- 
payers. That money will pay the salaries 
of fifty policemen.

Their game has taken 
the form of a demand by the managers of 
the Beet Sugar Manufacturing company at

furnish their product for the coming year at 


while they are promised $4 per ton if it 
‘shall fail. 

The object of this scheme is apparent 
upon its face. It is, by offering an indirect 
bribe to the Nebrask: farmers—who have 
already indicated their friendliness to the 
cause of annexation—to induce them to use 
their influence with their Senators and Rep- 
resentatives in Congress to defeat annexa- 
_tion. Such evidence as this goes to confirm 
the charge already made that a combina- 
tion has been formed between the sugar 
trust and Claus Spreckels, who wishes to 
maintain his mvnopoly in Hawaii, to unite 
their forces to this end. 

The fact that of 1,752,617 tons of sugar 
imported into the United States for the

BAILEY’S PLEA FOR CHEATING BOND- 
HOLDERS. 

Bailey of Texas is the Democratic leader 
in the House and made the closing speech 
for the Teller resolution on Monday. He 
took the ground boldly that the government 
should pay its bonded debt in free coin- 
age silver dollars. First, because they 
would be cheap and it would not cost much 
in real value to pay off what the govern- 
ment owes—which is a mean, dishon- 
est reason—and, second, thar ~-bond- 
holders are an idle. worthless, blood-sucking 
class. He wound up his speech in these 
words: “ Do one of you believe,” said he, 
addressing the Republicans— 


That if the bondholder owed the government 
under a. similar contract, that he would not exer- 


ercise his option. as he would, we believe the gov- 
ernment has the same right with their positions 
reversed. [Democratic applause.] We are ready 
to meet you on this issue, the issue that the money 
which is good enough for the people who produce 
the wealth is good enough for the idlers who spend 
it; that the money which is good enough for the 
poor is good enough for the rich; that the money 
the laborer receives for hig toil and the merchant 
for his wares is good enough for the bondhoider, 
and, by the eternal, he shall be compelled to 


take it. | 

At this point the hammer fell, amid a 
burst of enthusiasm from the Democratic 
side. 

This frothy rant exhibits either crude and 
pitiable ignorance or the spirit of charlatan 
humbug. Who are these idle, bloated bond- 
holders and to what use are the bonds put 
by them? ‘There are in round numbers 
about 848 millions of interest bearing bonds 
outstanding, including the 262 millions 
added to the debt in time of peace by Cleve- 
land’s Demucratic administration to make 
good the revenue deficiencies caused by the 
Democratic low tariff. 

Two hundred and sixty millions of the 
bonds are held in the Treasury as security 
for the redemption of the national bank 
notes. And that is for the good of the 
whole American people. Would it be for 
their benefit to have those bank note se- 
curity bonds paid off in 44-cent dollars, 
thereby cheuting the millions of bank note 
holders out of 56 cents on the dollar? ) 

But that is exactly what the Democratic 
House ‘leader, Bailey, advocates and is 
vociferously cheered for doing. 

More than 140 million of the remainder of 
the United States bonds are held by the sav- 
ings banks, where five millions of the labor 
and wage classes have deposited over two 
billions of savings and earnings. The banks 
have known of no safer investment than 
those bonds for the security of depositors, 
| In case of panics the sayings bank managers 
can always and instantly sell those bonds 
for gold and use the proceeds to stop the 
“runs” of scared depositors. But Bailey, 
the Democratic Jeader, who gushes over the 
“ poor man,” wants his savings bank bonds 
paid off at 44 cents on the dollar, which is 
less than half what these poor laborers paid 
for the bonds—for it was with their savings 
the bonds were purchased. If those sim- 
pletons could get the truth into their heads 
that the Democrats in Congress were work- 
ing like devils to rob them of half the worth 
of their hard earnings and pinchings they 
would defeat for reé@lection every one of

About 80 millions of the United States 
bonds are held by national and State banks 
as security for the depositors and to support 
those banks in times of stringency and 
panics, because the banks can sell and 
convert those bonds on quick notice into gold 
or its equivalent for the relief of their 
multitudes of depositors of all classes of 
business-men. 

The Democratic leader in Congress wants 
those bonds paid off in 16 to 1 silver by the 
government to cheat what he calls the 
“idlers ” who “ spend the wealth which the

The same treacherous, dishonest blow 
which will strike out of existence half their 
commercial worth and security value will 
destroy one-half of all other credits, claims, 
and contracts and throw this country into 
convulsions for years to come. All for 
whatend? That reckless demagogues may 
be elected to office by fooling the people 
and some dishonest men may cheat their 
creditors of half what they owe and keep 
the unpaid for part of the property. And it 
is by loudly uttered lies and impudent rant, 
such as the Democratic Congressional lead- 
er indulged in, they expect to deceive the 
masses at the polls next fall.

ONE of the most serious problems for gold- 
seekers desfring to reach the Yukon gold 


fields seems to have been practically solved 


by the construction of a line of transporta- 
tlen from Dyea over the Chilkoot Pass to 
Crater Lake, now rapidly approaching com- 
rletion. The line consists of four sections, 
of which the first—eight miles in length from 
Dyea to Cafion City—is a standard-gauge 
raliway. From Cafion City to Sheep Camp 
(a distance of four miles) an aerial cable 
line furnishes the means of transportation, 
while a second cable, three and a half miles 
long, extending from Sheep Camp to Crater 
Lake, surmounts the main pass. The rail- 
road and the cable section over the pass 
proper are reported completed already, 
while the remainder of the line will be fin- 
ished by the middle of the present month. 
An additional section to be constructed be- 
tween Crater Lake and Lake Lindeman— 
about eleven and a half miles—will estab- 
lish communication with the tributaries of 
the Yukon. ‘The effect of the prospective 
opening of this route is shown in the re- 
ported reduction of freight rates over the 
dreaded Chilkoot Pass from 40 to 15 cents 
per pound, and contracts are already being 
made for large amounts of freight.

Understand the Folly of the 
Neutral Third Ticket. 


The irresistible force of logic is now rapid- 
ly carrying the National Democrats "’ to 
the point where the real merits of the con- 
troversy between honest money and repu- 
diation will be too clear’before their eyes 
to permit of their blinking them, and at 
the head is the Hon. Simon Bolivar Buckner 
of Kentucy, the candidate for Vice President 
on the ticket of the Democrats who refused 
to vote for Bryan and yet would not vote for 
the man to beat him, McKinley.

Our Trade Interests in the East. 


A petition has been laid before the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of New York, which is de- 
signed to secure government safeguards for 
the mercantile interests and treaty privileges 
of our citizens in the far East. Among 


inghouse, China and Japan Trading, Beth- 
lehem Iron, Carnegie Steel, and other well- 
known companies. 

The point seems to be that in the struggle 
of European powers for lodgment on the 
Asiatic coast concessions may be made by 
China or extorted from her which will im- 
pair some of the trade privileges we now 
enjoy. Our country takes no part in these 
rivalries, and the scramble which may re- 
sult in distributing various Chinese ports 
a:nong foreign nations bas no attraction for 
us, But what practically concerns our mer- 
chants is that such encroachments and al- 
lotments shall not put an end to the equal 
footing on which they now stand for Chinese 
trade. 

When. ports pasa into the, possession of 
foreign powers, with the right to substitute 
their own commercial regulations for those 
which China has established, the treaties 
of our country with her may to that extent 
lapse. She may have agreed to put us on 
an equality with the most favored nations, 
but she may say with truth that under im- 
perative circumstances she has lost con- 
trel of certain highways of trade, and that 
to these the general treaty provisions do not 
apply. We should have to turn for cur 
remedy to the intruding nations, whose in- 
terests might not accord with ours. 

The “purpose of the petition, therefore, 
evidently is to have the Chamber of Com- 
merce call the government’s attention to 
this matter, so that the position of the coun- 
try may not be misunderstood in foreign 
lands. While we covet no territory in China 
nor any exclusive foothold there, we des‘re 
that our existing rights should be respected 
ard that no discrimination against vur 
citizens or their interests should be made. 
This position should also be made known 
promptly, with the intent that injury to 
our trade interests may be avoided.—New 
York Sun. 


Sale of Land Granted hy King George 
3 to Washington. 


Representative Miller and State Senator 
Cc. L. Brown, both of West Virginia, yester- 
day bought of the Rogers heirs, in Baltimore, - 
a tract of land comprising 1,134 acres, lo- 
cated in Jackson County, W. Va., and bor- 
dering on the Ohio River. This is the largest 
tract of native forest iand on the Oh'o be- 
tween Pittsburg and Cincinnati. The price 
paid was $30,000. This land was granted by 
King George III. of England to George Wash- 
ington !n 1772, and has been in the line of 
descent ever since.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—The condition 
in the Senate respecting the Hawalian an- 
nexatien treaty has greatly improved, and 
the friends of the treaty, including Senator 

.- Davis, chairman of the Foreign Relations 
‘committee, are confident that sixty Sen- 
ators, whose votes are necessary for adwo- 
thirds majority, will vote for ratification. 

Confidence in the changed condition is 
found in the determination of the friends of 
ratification to press forward the treaty toa 
final vote. This feeling was shown when 
the proceedings of the Senate on the treaty 
in executive session today were opened. 
Senator Thurston made a motion for the 

' postponement of further consideration of 
the treaty until the Ist ef March. The mo- 
tion ~was not discussed at length and was 
yoted down viva voce. 

Senator Platt of Connecticut opened the 
_@ebate with a carefully arranged argument 
$n favor of annexation. He spoke for about 

an hour and a half, and dwelt particularly 
upon the importance of the acquisition of 
-the islands from a commercial point of view. 
He contended that our commerce would in 
all cases follow our civilization, and urged 

- that we should use évery legitimate method 

> to extend our trade with outside nations, as 
by pursuing this course we would also extend 
our institutions and ideas of government. 

The Hawalian Islands he regarded as es- 
sential to the command of the traffic on the 
Pacific Ocean. No nation in the world’s 
history had. ever become prosperous or 

: really great that had not assiduously built 
up its foreign commerce. He commented 
favorably upon the present tendency in this 
country. towards an extension of our trade 
with the outside world, and said this tenden- 
cy should be encouraged by the government. 

The nation that controlled the Sandwich

Senator Platt charged that the sugar trust 
Was opposed to annexation. He said there 
were certain parties, whom he did not name, 
who were supposed to be identified with the 
trust, who had a grievance against the pres- 
ent government of the islands, and alleged 
that they were using all the means at their 
command to prevent the acquisition of this 
country by the United States. He said that 
money was being used to this end. He did 
not charge, he said, that there was any effort 

_» to corrupt Congress, but he thought that 
fome interests had been unduly influenced. 
He urged upon the Senate the importance of 
not giving ear to the representatives of the 
trust, and said that, on the contrary, the 
United States should extend the hand of 
brotherhood to this sister republic of the 
Pacific which was so anxious to join its 
fortunes with ourown. He spoke also of the 
character of the men constituting the pres- 
ent Hawaiian government and said it was 
such that we took no risk whatever in enter- 
ing upon an alliance with them. At the 
conclusion of his address Senator Platt was 
generally congratuiated upon the logical 

' character of his argument. 

Senator Pettigrew took the floor as soon 
as Mr. Platt had concluded, devoting himself 
especialiy to replying to the Connecticut 
Senator’s remarks concerning the present 
government of the islands. He made a care- 

‘ful analysis of the constitution under which 
) the Dole government exists, showing that it 
had been adopted by what he termed an al- 
leged constitutional convention, composed, 
he said, of nineteen members, one of whom 

+ was Mr. Dole, who had been members of the 

Committee of Safety which played such a 
prominent part during the revolution, and of 
other delegates, 

_ £6 argued that, while these latter 
gates had been elected by what was aitere 
popular vote, such was not the case. ofr 
14,000 persons entitled to suffrage he asserted 
that only 4,000 had voted for them.

I am satisfied that this will go a long 
way towards solving the primary question.”

_@Whe recent address of President Francis 
L. Patton of Princeton University to the un- 


-dergraduates on the subject of temperance 


dis. as follows: 

** At their meeting in October the attentfon 
of our trustees-was turned to the recent. 
agitation whiéh has so seriously involved the 
good name of Princeton University. Acom- 
mittee, of which I was chairman, was ap- 
pointed to consider the whole subject and 
report at a subsequent meeting of the trus- 
tees. That’ report was presented and adopted 
at the meeting held on the 23d of December. 
It was. resolved that a strict, literal, and im- 
partial enforcement of the existing laws re- 
specting intoxicating drinks be enjoined upon 
the faculty; and that the President of.the 
‘university be asked to make a statement to 
the students upon the whole question at such 
a time as may suit his convenience. 

**I come before you this afternoon for the 


purpose of carrying out the wishes of the

As we have just ob- 
served the day of prayer for our cofleges, I 
know that a moré fitting time could 
be choSen for the purpose of bringing this im- 
portant subject to your notice. 

“I b@ar grateful testimony to the high 
moral tone of the students of this university. 
I know that they have been misrepresented 
and misunderstood. Their hilarity, their

. motives, differ widely, and we, as Christian 
men, are bound to respect their conscientious » 


tudgments. Some think that the matter 
shduld be dealt with by legislation, either 
by absolute prohibition or by the restricted 
sale of intoxicating drinks. Some, with con- 
scientious regard for individual liberty, are 


- opposed to what are known as sumptuary 


laws. When we admit that the sale of a 
commodity should be restricted, we so far 
concede the principle of State control. The 
question. after that is one of degree, and 
the answer to it is to be found in considera- 


~ thons of expediency and by inquiry, which 


micthod best serves the end in view. The 
prohibitionist must not be scorned as the 
invader of liberty; and the advocate of high 


livense “must not be denied his right to be 
» regarded as working in the interest of tem- 
- peranee. 


Enforcement of Law. 


*“Y am in full sympathy with the action of 
the trustees with regard to the enforcement 
of the existing law, and I feel that the ad- 
ministration of that law can be wisely left 
to the good sense and Christian judgment of 
the dégn of this university. -In what I say 
this afternoon I wish to bring the moral in- 
fuente of this pulpit to bear upon the grave 
question with which we have to deal. Iam 
sure that the good sense of the better part 
of the university will be in sympathy with 


“the maintenance of a high disciplinary 


standard. I am confident-that in the long 
run our course Will commend itself to the 
calm and balanced judgment of the Christian 
public. 

“I believe that we shall find it possible to 
have such a wise execution of this law as 


will accomplish the ends which we wish to 


“realize without fostering hypocrisy or de- 


veloping the vice of secret drinking. But we, 
shall have need of great wisdom, and I think 


-I may fairly ask all who have the interests 


of Princeton at heart to trust the men who 
are called to the responsible position of guid- 
ing its affairs. 

“ There are two classes of men whom I 
have particularly in mind: Those who have 
already fallen into intemperate habits and 
those who are in danger of forming those 
habits. I know that there are some who do 
net make much of the distinction between 


. Zhese two classes, and who, therefore, as 


they happen to be habitually mild or severe 
in their judgments, are apt to waste too 
much pity on the man who is guilty of habit- 
ual intoxication or else to treat the moderate 
drinker as a.drinker. But the distinction is 
‘a valid one, and simple justice requires us to 
make it. Now, I wish to say that drunken- 
ness is practically an unpardonable sin in 
our academic life. It must be understood 
that a man cannot be guilty of repeated acts 
of intoXication and continue in thfs univer- 
sity if his offense is known to the authorities. 


Moderate Drinkers. _ 

-“] wish more particularly, however, to 
saya kindly word to those who are under- 
stood to be moderate drinkers.

_@f course the basis of that advice I must

while the world standeth.’ This is the lan- 
Guage in which Paul enunciates his con- 
scientious pu in respect to a concrete 
matter in the light of the principle of Chris- 
tlan expediency. This passage, taken in 
connection with others of a similar import, 
May be regarded as the Pauline doctrine re-

there are certain things regarding which

for himself and the canon by which every 
man may fairly judge his neighbor. Now, 
in regard to these matters about which there 
is no objective law, I must occupy the double 
position of first enunciating and then obey- 
ing the command that is to rule my will. 
The consequence of this position is very ob- 
If an attempt is made to impose an 
‘external law upon my conscience which I 
know is not binding, I resent it and assert 
my liberty, and I do-well in so doing. Now 
it is just because so many do not recognize 
this sphere of the autonomy of the conscience 
that\ they undertake to make what they 
feel is law for them the law for other peo- 
ple also, and so become censorious, and criti- 
cise and blame where they have no right to 
criticise and blame. On the other hand, 
while I may very properly assert my liberty 
if it is assailed, I may also conscientiously 
conclude that it is my duty to forego the ex- 
ercise of my liberty. In doing this I issue a 
command, and am as much bound by this 
subjectively enunciated command as if it 
were a binding objective law. I do not hold, 
then, that the doctrine of Christian ex- 
pediency resolves itself into prudence. 


Dictates of Conscience. 

conscientigus.judgment of duty is 
duty, even thoug# it be declared by a benevo- 
lent regard for others or a prudent regard for 
one’s own intergst. The voluntary absten- 
tiun from the doing of that which—so far as 
any objective law is concerned—I am at 
full liberty to do, may appear to me to he a 
duty, and in so far as it seems to be a duty 
it 1s a deliverance of conscience, and bind- 
ing upon me in the light of God.

muster he stardeth or falleth,’ and on the 


other hand exhorts men to use their liberty 


under the restraints of the law of Christian 
charity and for the sake of others refrain 
from the doing of what in itself considered 
tney are at perfect liberty to do. 

‘Paul enunciates the duty. of having a 
benevolent regard for the conscience of the 
weak brother in connection with a discus- 
sion regarding the practice of eating meats 
offered to idols. The apostle would do noth- 
ing that would weaken the moral purpose or 
shake the moral integrity of his neighbor, 
even though the thing he refrained from do- 
ing was perfectly innocent in itself. To eat 
meat offered to idols was not intrinsicalfy 
wrong, but in the judgment of some this 
might seem like a concessicn to idolatry; 
and under these circumstances the apostle 
would refrain from the exercise of his !ib- 
erty. In other words, says Raul, we are to 
consider not only what our conscience has 
to say, but how our act may affect the con- 
scence of others. I must not do what my 
conscience allows if in doing so I tempt 
my neighbor to do what his conscience con- 
demns, since for him to act in violation of 
his conscience would be for him to sin. 
* Conscience, I say, then, noi thine own. but 
of the other.’ Now I venture to say that 
we all recognize this great altruistic prin- 
ciple. For all to whom the New Testament 
is authoritative, the principle is an ob- 
jective law. The carrying out of the law

‘“* Men apply this principle in different ways. 


in regard to the use of wine. Some con- 
scientiously abstain. at all times; some as 
conscientiously are governed in their ab- 
etinence by considerations of time, place, 
and circumstances. We must not charge 
men with hypocrisy cr intemperance or 
fanaticism because they do not agree with 
us in the application of a principle which 
we all alike recognize as obligatory. 


| Danger in Tippling. 

“ But you and I should ask ourselves the 
question, ‘How can I best carry out this 
great principle?’ Speaking then to you 
today I could wish that there would grow up 
in your hearts the feeling that you ought not 
do anything that will endanger the Christian 
manhood of one of your friends or one of 
your classmates. Let us begin to put this 
Pauline principle in practice in the spheres 
where our influence is most palpable. The 
way to feel the influence of our principle is 
to apply it in concrete cases. The weak 
brother, who so casily loses his self-control, 
who is so easily overcome by temptation, is 
constantly giving you the oprortunity to put 
in practice the Pauline doctrine. I venture 
to say that most of you have a weak brother 


among - your acquaintances. He is your 


roommate or a member of your club, or he 
belongs to the same athletic organization, 
or he goes with you on the trip of the glee 
club. He is apt to be what is known a¢a 
nice fellow, generous, warm-hearted, buoy- 
ant, full of good influences, and you ‘ove 
him. Here is a chance for you to act on 
Paul’s principle. 

‘“*‘IT am sure that you and I have acted on 
this principle a great many times. Let us 
conzinué to act on it, and we shall find that 
the area of altruistic abstention from what 
is allowable is constantly widening. We 
shall find ourselves saying, ‘ All things are 
lawful for me, but all things are not expe- 
dient.’ And ff in due time this principle 
should take the form of a wniversal propo- 
sition, so far as the use of intoxicating 
drinks is concerned, you will have the satis- 
faction of feeling that the law in this uni- 
versal form is not one which has been forced 
upon you from without, but one that has 
emanated from your own conscience, that 
is binding upon you because self-legislated, 
and yet that it leaves you free from any 
tendency to a censorious judgment of your 
neighbor, whose application of the Pauline 
principle, or benevolent regard for. others, is 
confined to concrete instances and is condi- 
tioned by time, place, and circumstances. 

** But, besides your beneyolent regard for 
your neighbor, I think I may wisely ask you 
to have prudent regard for your own best 
interests. If any duty is intuitively given 
us in consciousness it is temperance—I mean 
the duty of self control. Let me caution you, 
then, against the habits which put self 
control in peril. In doing this I feel sure that 
I can count on the moral support of a great 
many who themselves hold, no extreme po- 
sitions. There are a great many men in rna- 
ture life who have no conscientious scru- 
ples against taking an occasional glass of 
wine, who, nevertheless, feel that it is not 
a good thing for young men in college to 
contract the habit of drinkirg, even in the 
most moderate way. I confess that my con- 
science is in accord with this feeling. 


Co-operation in Promoting Temperance. 
And so I come to you this afternoon and 
ask for your codperation with us in promot- 
ing temperance fi Princeton University by 
giving this law your conscientious support. 
I confess that I have, on more than one occa- 
sion, been gratified and strengthened by the 
example of men who have no conscientious 
seruples against the moderate use of wine, 
who have used it, and would use it again if 
they desired to, but who have, if I may say 
so, outgrown the use of it, and have ceased to 
care for it. Iam not blind to the excesses I 
sometimes see, but I think I am correct in 
supposing—this is at least my observation, 
and what I am told by men who are far bet- 
ter able to judge than I am—that there is a 
tendency in social life if not toa diminished 
use of wine at least toa use of it in dimin- 
ished quantity. The man of the world’s so- 
cial philosophy, unless I greatly err, is look- 
ing in the direction of moderation. Let us 
carry this social philosophy a little further, 
let us discountenance convivial drinking and 
let us have a moderate use of stimulants in 
Any form. I know I am safe in giying you 
this advice. I know that if you will Act upon 
it it will be to your advantage. It will at 
least eliminate one of the contingencies from 
the problem-of your success in life. I should 
be exceedingly sorry if the professional ca- 
reer of any one of you were blighted by hab- 
its contracted here. I should be sorry to see 
— Start in the great race of life under the 
andicap of ill repute. You havea great ad- 
vantage in your education, but you will meet 
your match in the complications of a busi- 
ness or professional life. Success will mean 
that you have the power of affecting the 
lives of other men and controlling their 
judgment. 

“I have been speaking with special refer- 
ence to one form of temptation, but you know 
that the Bible doctrine of tempérance does 
not have exclusive reference to matters of 
meat and drink. There are other tempta- 
tions: besides those that have been men- 


_tioned. You need to learn this duty of self-

Historical teachers will find 
it invaluable for the suggestion of collateral 
reading for their pupils. No librarian will 
need to be convinced of its desirability. The 
compiler has not attempied to make a com- 
plete list of all the purpose novels, but she 
may justly claim, as she does, to have made 
‘* a comprehensive List sufficient for all werk- 
ing purposes.”’ 
Utility has been the motive of the work 
throughout. This has led the compiler ad- 
mittedly to omit from her list some novels 
which, in her opinion, so misrepresented 
their subjects as to be worse than use'ess. 
Her method has been to get all students 
using her lists to mark the volumes they 
found most useful in the lines marked out. 
The results are "now embodied in this book 
of 400 pages, in which are arranged the gen- 
eral body of English novels, and many in 
the French, German, and other tongues. 
They are classified under the names of coun- 
tries, places, historical characters, and also 
under some leading subjects, such as ** Folk 
Lore,” Money,” “ Criminology,” “ Social 
Purity.” and the like. One misses an irdex 
of authors, and a few technical errors catch 
the eye, but even as it stands the book is an 
excellent, piece of work. 


ume corrected to date through the coming 
years there is no reason why it should not 
become as much of a standard as “ Poole’s 
Index.”’. 

The appearance of a new volume of 
‘* Poole’s Index to Periodical Literature ”’ is 
always an event of importance in library 
circles, and for several reasons the third five- 
year supplement—a volume of 640 pazes— 


which has just appeared from the press of 


Houghton, Mifflin & Co., is a volume of un- 
usual interest. 

To begin with, it is the first volume of Dr. 
Poole’s great index to appear since his death, 
thus standing as a monument to the man 
whose fatal illness was so intimately con- 
nected with the labors of starting the New- 
berry Library in this city. In the next place, 
William I. Fletcher. librarian of Amherst 
College, who is néw the chief editor of 
** Poole’s Index,’’ contributes an apprecia- 
tive biogr®phical sketch of Dr. Poole. And, 
finally, it is interesting to learn that Mr. 
Fletcher has associated with himself Frank- 
lin O Poole of the Boston Athenzum LI- 
brary, a nephew of the founder, so that the 
original name will continue to be connected 
with the management. It is also fitting that 
a fine portrait of .Dr. William F. Poole 
prefaces this thick volume. The present 
book is one-third larger than either of the 
previous five-year volumes, owing to the 
rapid increase of periodicals whose con‘*ents 
deserve to be indexed. The book incexes 
all the articles of importance in 187 maga- 
zines, sixty of which are new to these 
pages, and forty-two cf which have been 
started since 1891, the date at which the 
previous volume of ‘‘ Poole’s Index "’ closed. 
The index was begun in 1848, when Poole 
was still a student at Yale. The firs: edi- 
tion, a small octavo of 154 pages, was an 
immediate success, orders enough coming 
from Europe alone to exhaust the whole 
‘edition. Ever since then the work has teen 
an imperative necessity in every library. 

Mr. Fletcher calls attention: to a curious 
proof of the instability of the life of a maga- 
zine, as seen in a retrospect of this index 
work. The whole number of periodicals in- 
dexed in “‘ Poole’’ from the beginning is 
407. Only 48 per cent lived long enough to 
get into the present supplement. Whin it 
is remembered that only the comparatively 
substantial magazines and periodicals are 
chosen for inclusion in the index the com- 
mentary ‘on the briefness of the lives of 
literary enterprises is still more significant. 

*“ Poole’s Index "’ has secured a place ap- 
parently as secure as it is unique. T> all 
users of this indispensable guide to period- 
ical literature the wonder is, not that this 
enterprise should stand as an ever-growing 
monument to its founder but that no other 
bright intellect had begun the work before.

President John A. Spoor yesterday an- 
nounced the practical consolidation under 
one management of three local railway 
lines, the new system to be known as the 
Chicago -Junction railway company. This 
move extends the facilities of the Union 
Stock-Yards and: Transit company, while 
improving the conditions of competition 
with the Western Indiana and Calumet 
‘The lines consoliaated in tne 
new company are the Chicago, Hammond 
and Western, the Chicago and Indiana State 
line, and the transit department of the 
Union Stock-Yards and Transit company, a 
total mileage of 297.27 miles. 

President Spoor said of the consolidation: 

“The Chicago, Hammond and Western, 
' which was recently purchased in the inter- 
est of the Union Stock-Yards, extends from 
Whiting, Ind., to Hammond, thence wes- 
terly to Blue Island, and thence to Franklin 
Park, forming a belt line outside and around °

GREAT BLOW TO ENGLAND 


VAST DONE BY THE STRIKE 
OF THE MACHINISTS’ TRADES. 


Tyranny of Labor Union Over Capital— 

orkmen Failed to Boss Their Em- 

ers and to Keep Their Plants 

and Machinery Half Idle—Question 

of Wages Hardly Entered into the 
Dispute—Death Blow to the Labor 

System, 


London, Jan. 29.—It would be difficult to 


dustrial world of the collapse of the machin- 
ist strike in Great Britain this week. At the 
expense of a deadly blow to one of the great- 
est industries of the British empire the sim- 
ple truism has been established that it is 
impossible for manufacturers hampered by 
heavy burdens and restrictions to do busi- 
ness in the markets of the world against 
unhandicapped competitors. It was not the 
strike and lockout just closing which proved 
this. It had been demonstrated to the point 
of disaster by the very men who have been 
out on strike for the last six months before 
this final struggle began. The eight hours 
agitation, as one of the papers explains, has 
been a sham from the first. It was resorted 
to in the hope of securing public sympathy 
and other advantages. The real aim from 
the beginning was to carry out the general 
trades union policy in this country of re- 
stricting output while maintaining wages. 
It has beén this policy, enforced arbitra- 
rily and inexorably by the strongest trades 
union in the world, that has brought the en- 
gineering industries of Great Britain to a 
disaster from which they will never recover, 


perity for generations to come. The effects 
of it had been severely felt by British man- 
ufacturers long before the present struggle 
began, and the farseeing ones among them 
already realized that a life-and-death test 
of endurance was inevitable. But the men, 
with a folly or blindness almost beyond be- 
lief, refused to: recognize the situation, and 
strove instead to put the screws still tighter 
upon their employers. Now the battle is 
virtually ended and the defeat of the union- 
complete and overwhelming at every 
point. 

It is doubtful ‘even if their union survives 

in its present form. Its strongest bond of 
union, an immense fund, is gone, and its 
leaders have proved themselves utterly mis- 
guided and incompetent demagogues. Mr. 
Barnes, the most prominent officer of the 
men's organization, it has been truly said, 
has done more to smash the unions than all 
the employcrs put together. It remains to 
pen how long the men will continue to 
confidence in him and hisilk. — 
It should be born in mind that there never 
been any question of wages in this dis- 
pute, nor has the matter of hours been a 
serious issue. The real struggle has been 
over the point whether an employer shall be 
master in his own shop—that is, shall he be 
permitted to run his machinery at its full 
capacity while it isin operation. The trades 
unions have arbitrarily limited the output of 
machinery to from 25 to 60 per cent of its 
capacity in the past; or, in other words, it 
has forbidden its members to operate more 
than one-quarter to two-thirds the machin- 
ery which an American workman easily su- 
perintends. 

It has until now been impossible to convince 
the British trades unionist that this policy 
is anything else except a beneficent expedi- 
ent for giving employment to three or four 
times more men than would otherwise have 
work. Perhaps he is only half convinced 
even now that a large proportion of the 
British engineering trade has gone abroad. 
But the system has received its deathblow in 
this country, and there is really no danger 
that it will ever be reéstablished. The dead 
loss from this tyranical, fool strike exceeds 
$20,000, 000.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Representatives of mutual ve insurance 
companies from a dozen different States are at 
the Great Northern for the third annual meeting 
of their national association. The organization 
is devoted to the interests of a large number of 
companies organized among the farmers of the 
country, who insure the property of members 
on the assessment plan. No business of the com- 
panies is transacted at the annual meetingg, but 
the time is devoted to discussions of the me hods 
employed and an exchange of experiences in the 
work. The delegates present are from the various 
State associations, representing in all upwards 
of 1,000 individual companies, carrying risks ag- 
Sregating over one thousand million dollars. 

Yesterday’s sessions were devoted to the reports 
of the President, secretary, and treasurer, and of 
the delagates from the State associations. Secre- 
tary Hostetter’s report showed a large increase 
in the membership during the last year and 
reviewed the work accomplished for the benefit 
of members. He also submitted his report as 
treasurer. ‘ 

President Forbes pointed out the growing in- 
fluence of this class of insurance companies. He 
attributed this to the conservative methods em- 
ployed and to the low rate at which the insurance 
is obtained by the members. He said that for the 
last thirty years the popularity of c0o- 
operative insurance had been steadily on the in- 
crease, and that the people were fast becom- 
ing educated to its benefits. Coiperative insur- 
ance was fast beginning ‘to attract the aiten- 
tion of a claes of people that had never given 
a thought to the mutual system’ until It was 
shown conclusively that from 25 to 40 per cent 
could be saved by it. He alxo recommended that 
steps be taken toward an exhaustive inquiry 
into the laws govern codperative insurance in 
the different States, and that. committees be 
appointed tn the several States to look after such 
legislation as might be necessary for the full 
protection of the interests of all classes of mutual 
or codperative insurance. He expressed himself 
as of the opinion that by this means the work 
of the State Insurance Commissioners would he

at Nashville—Arraigns the Petition- 

ers for Disloyalty and Greed. 


Chicago Methodists have been aroused to 
discussion by the action of the federal House 
of Representatives, last Saturday, in vot- 
ing $208,000 to indemnify the Methodist 
Church South Publishing. House of Nash- 
ville for damages to property during the 
war. For years the claim has been fought 
in Congress by leaders of the Methodist 
Church in the North. Three times the 
Rev. Dr. Arthur Edwards, editor of the 
Northwestern Christian Advocate, has se- 
cured the defeat of the measure, 

Dr. Edwards has reopened the old fight. 
In an editorial which will appear tn the 
Northwestern Christian Advocate today he 
attacks the bill, denounces the claim, asserts 
that the damage never amounted to over 
$5,000, and appeals to the President to use 
the veto. He speaks out broadly of the 
spirit of the Methodist Church South and 
insists that, if honorable men, the Method- 
ists of the South will repudiate the offer of | 
damages to the publishing house. 

Dr. Edwards expects a storm of protests 
and counter denunciations from the South. 
He has measured the weight of his words, 
he says, and is ready to abide by the results.
